Preservation of New En 


Resources Was Discussed 


BOSTON, Oct. 12.—An official state- 


ment regarding the conference o£ New 
England governors held Saturday 
af- 


ternoon at the Algonquin club, was 
given out. last night by Frank L. Dsan. 
the secretary of the conference, with 
tho authorization of the gqvernors of 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, • Vermont, 
New Hampshire and Maine, and 
the 


governor-elect of . Maine. The 
state- 


ment in Dart follows: 


"For the' firsl time, in the history of 


New England as far as 
known, the 


governors of every New England state 
met In conference at 
the Algonquin 


club on Saturday afternoon at the In- 
vitation of Governor Guild, and 
defi- 


nitely decided upon 
• the program for 


the coming conference on the promo- 
tion of New England's interests 
and 


the preservation of New England re- 
sources. There is 
a 
peculiar 
bond 


which unites the New England states 
not only in community 
of aspiration 


-but even In material interests. Though 
the experiment was somewhat sensa- 
tional, the .conference 
o( governors 


brought but a most remarkable har- 
mony, of feeling and in every case the 
details of the program adopted 
met 


with 
unanimous approval. It 
was 


generally agreed that t'h'cre were great 
possibilities of advantage to the en- 
tire sec-tion. 


"The representation of the

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GOVERNORS 
CONFER 


Preservation of New England's 


Resources Was Discussed 


BOSTON, Oct. 12.— An official state- 


ment regarding the conference of New 
England governors held Saturday 
af- 


ternoon at the 
Algonquin club, was 


given out last nlghtrby Frank L. Dean, 
the secretary of the conference, with 
tho authorization of the governors of 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, Vermont, 
New Hampshire and Maine, and the 
governor-elect of Maine. The state- 
ment In part follows: 


"For the first time In the history of 


New England us far as known, the 
governors of every New England state 
met in conference at the Algonquin 
club oji Saturday afternoon at the in- 
vltatfon of Governor Guild, and 
defi- 


nitely decided upon the program for 
the coming conference on the promo- 
tion of New England's interests and 
the preservation of New England re- 
sources. There Is a peculiar bond 
which unites the Now 
not only In community England states 


of 
aspiration 


but even In material Interests. Though 
the. experiment was somewhat 
sensa- 


tional, the. conference 
of governors 


Brought out a most remarkable har- 
mony of feeling and in every case the 
details of the program adopted met 
with- unanimous' approval. It 
was 


generally agreed that there were great 
possibilities of advantage to tho en- 
tire section. 


"The representation of th<j various 


•States tfsia Confirmed, as follows: 


"That the governors 
should them- 


selves participate In It and should In- 
vite as members the llcutenanh-gov- 
ernors, the attorney 
general 
the 


presidents of New England senates, 
and speakers or New England houses 
of representatives/together with the 
members of ' congress and 
senators 


frorji New, England.''To those official 
members ot the conference It was de- 
cided ..that the governors of the differ- 
ent states should add prominent citi- 
zens, representing'the various "walks of 
life to the number of two for each 
representative in congress and two for 
each 
senator 
from New England 
states. ' 


"It was decided that if anything was 


restricted. 
The three topics of dis- 


cussion for this, the first conference of 
its kind, will be tree planting, the pro- 
tection of shell flsh anct the construc- 
tion and maintenance of state high- 
ways, together with the regulation and 
taxation of automobiles. 


"Tree planting will occupy the atten- 


tion ofsythe conference on the first day, 
the protection of lobsters, clams and 
other shell flsh on the second <laV, and 
the construction and maintenance of 
highways, with the possibility ot uni- 
form regulation and taxation of auto- 
mobiles, on the third day. In each 
case expert specialists are to be invited 
by the governors to address the meet- 
ing. It Is expected that a 
discussion 


which will be restricted to the accred- 
ited delegates will follow. 


"In regard to tree planting, the ex- 
perts invited will not merely 
discuss 


the planting of forest trees and the ex- 
tension o£ forest tracts, but also atten- 
tion will be given to the' planting of 
fruit trees and the extension and im- 
provement of New England orchards. 


"It was discovered that the widest 


discrepancy exists in the state laws of 
New England in regard to shell fish, 
particularly lobsters. The difference of 
law in the various states will be made 
clear and experts of International rep- 
utation will be asked to establish, If 
possible, a uniform policy for the re- 
tention and extension of this Important 
source of food supply. 


"On the third day attention will be 


given not merely to methods of con- 
struction and n^iterlals of road build- 
Ing, but particularly to the establish- 
ment of interstate trunk lines of 
thoroughfares, 
running . logical and 


carefully prepared 
routes 
from 
one 


great center of New England to an- 
other and to the confines of this sec- 
tion. 


"The widest difference of state laws 


In regard to automobiles and even 
In 


regard to the principles of their regu- 
lation, will bo pointed out. It is hoped 
among other things, that a 
uniform 


method ot automobile regulation. If not

TRAMPS AND THEIR EVOLUTION. 


The Sun has been looking into the matter of boy tramps and has ob 


tained some valuable information from that popular publication, Charities 
published in New York. 


The question of tramps is one of more importance than is generallj 


supposed and volumes might be written upon the evolution of the genus 
lobo. To go to the bottom of the question would involva a discussion oi 
gohtical economy, of criminology, of industrial training, factory life, trusts 
tariff, intemperance, the opposition now directed at tha apprentice sys- 
tem and many other subjects directly or indirectly affecting the ability of a 
boy to.learn a trade by.which he can make a comfortable living. To lessen 
the niunber of tramps we must-remove the causes that lead men to fake to 
the road. We must especially endeavor to prevent boys taking to the road. 


Most people, we surmise, would be amazed were it possible to learn 


how many hoy tramps there are upon the "road." Though there are no 
figures, some very significant facts have recently been brought out by 
Arthur P. Towne, Albany, New York, who reported to the state conference 
of charities nnd correction that the majority of arrests on the New York 
Central, between New York and Albany, during the summer of 1907, were 
of boys between seven and twenty years of age. 
Set this statement, which

- lQcalrpolice epur't and these cases are not uncommon. This habit o£ jumping 
.- trains, leaving work or home, is getting to be a very serious matter. Our 


Tsgrancy Jaws afe-often las or indefinite, and not always enforced. Young 
tramps report that while on some roads tho railroad police are active on 
others, trunk lines especially, transportation even for long distances is 
easy. Short or suspended sentences have little terror for the boy tramp, and 
to have been in jail is often deemed a mark of honor, a sign that the boy 
tramp is progressing. If the boy had a trade he would never take to the 
road for any prolonged period. 


Superintendent Franklin H. Briggs of the New York Industrial school 


says that easy access to railroad yards and freight cars is the most largely 
contributing cause of juvenile delinquency he knows. William H, George of 
the George Junior Republic says that train-jumping is one of the freatest 
, causes of crime. "There are few tramps who havo not started out on their 


careers by stealing rides when they were boys." And other specialists con- 
firm these statements. There is obviously a clear duty here. In every way 


- the boy should be prvented from hitting the "road." The 
reduction 
of 


vagrancy may be brought about in at least two ways. We may endeavor to 
cause a stricter enforcement of our laws. We may build farm colonies, we 
may apply the best principles of modern charity to the cure of the individual 
vagrant temperament. 
But far better will it he to prevent the boy from 


becoming a tramp in the first place. 


Therefore, our courts should take particular cognizance of the grievous 


danger m which boys are, who are arraigned for the often trivial appearing 
offense of train riding or ride stealing. We must not be too lenient with 
these boys, on the easy-going assumption that they have beeu merely com- 
mittag a prank. A perusal of Josiah Hint, or of Jack London's pictures- 
que stones, or the statistics of reformatories and reform schools, will shed 
valuable light on this subject. 


The probation system is most excellent in its working out with boys 


Who have their homes in the cities where they are arraigned in court 
To 


put a boy for some months under the supervision Of a sympathetic officer 
more a fnend than a representative of the law, brings generally lasting good 
results. But for the homeless boy, the boy tramp, whoso residence is un- 
known and who has already been inoculated with the "lure of the road " 
the reform school is a remedy that, while perhaps bitter at the outset, may 


_ save the individual mid society later on. 


One g«3t sUdd for all boys against developing the tramp idea is to 


learn to use their hands in conjunction with their brain iu producing some- 
hing usetul. In other words, technical training is the great preventive of 
iramp evoluhon.' It will prevent it in the boy and in the full grown man. 
Thare ua, come a time iu the lives of some boys when they long to see 
rfranr- placo,, n.d with this object they lea 
home; but if they have a 


trade ,uey wall not go far until they drop into some nlaco where they can 
earn good wage,-. There they get acquainted, n,,- e friends and got over 
their desvre to travel. Repressive and reformatory measures are good, but 
preventive are much better, ar.d there is no preventive more effective than to 
eqmp every boy with the means of earning a livelihood by a good trade

Settlement of Lynn Strike Not 


Yet in Sight 


LYNN, Oct. 12.—The shoe industry 


of Lyr.n today entered upon the second 
week of paralyzed operations as a re- 
sult of the strike of-lasters with, no 
jnTilieeHate prospect; of settlement 
of 


Vtlie dispute. It had been hoped that 
the conferences of last week would at 
least result In the withdrawal of the 
orders for.a sympathetic strike, there- 
by returning to work the operatives in 
ail more than 
125 factories 
of 
the 


city "with the exception 'of that 
of 


Joseph Caunt & Co. where .the move- 
ment of unrest and suspension of work 
had 
its 
Inception. Apparently 
no 


headway was made, however, and to- 
day with, the efforts for arbitration 
complicated to a great extent,' some 
15,000 operatives have left their bench- 
es, without any idea, as to when they 
return to* them with the approval of 
their unions. 


Of the entire number of shoe workers 


-who did not report as usual today but

sion to a meeting of the lasters. 


Learning of a, proposition to arbi- 


trate the Caunt grievances separately 
the lasters issued a statement declar- 
ing they'would treat with the manu- 
facturers only as a body. 


No outbreaks liave yet been report- 


ed, the union leaders urging upon the 
strikers tho need of remaining peace- 
able and calming those who sought to 
incite their fellow workmen to 
more 


extreme measures than those advocat- 
ed by the union officials. 
It is likely 


that this practically rjuiet condition o'f 
affairs will continue unless some out- 
side element is introduced into the sit- 
uation.

North Carolina peace congress opened 
touay in the great auditorium pur- 
chased from the Jamestown exposition 
and in the presence of a large audi- 
ence assembled 
for 
the 
Greensboro 


centennial and the peace congress. At 
the opening of the session the follow- 
ing message from President Roosevelt 
was read: 


"I wish I could be present at your 


congress. 
As it is not possible, may I 


ask through you to convey to those 
present my hope for a successful meet- 
ing. 


(Signed) "Theodore Roosevelt." 


In connection with this there was 


read to the congress remarks of the 
president' by- a delegation who called 
on him to ask his 
attendance. 
The 


president was quoted in part: 


"I am glad to learn that the North 


Carolina peace society has 
declared 


itself in favor of adequate armament 
as w-ell as effective arbitration. 
There 


is no inconsistency In advocating both 
of these things at the .present time; 
on the contrary those who have the 
public welfare at heart fall in the per- 
formarice-of a part of their duty il 
they neglect to labor for both. "The 
growth of the acceptance of the prin-

i pubhshed in New York. 


The question of tramps is one of more importance fban is generally 


. supposed and volumes might be written upon the evolution of the genus 
hobo. To go to tho bottom of the question would involve a discussion of 
political economy, of criminology, of industrial training, factory life, trusts, 
tariff, intemperance, the opposition now directed at the apprentice 
sys- 


tem and many other subjects directly or indirectly affecting the ability of a 
boy to learn a trade by which he can make a comfortable living. To lessen 
the number of tramps we must remove the causes that lead men to take to 
the road. We must especially endeavor to prevent boys taking to the road. 


Most people, wo surmise, would be amazed were it possible to learn 


how many boy tramps there are upon the "road." Though there aro no 
figures, some very significant facts have 'recently been brought out by 
Arthur T. Towne, Albany, New York, who reported to the state conference 
of chanties and correction that the majority of arrests on' the New York 
Central, between New York and Albany, during (he summer of 1907, were 
of boys between seven and twenty years of age. Set this statement, which 
is paralleled on other roads, side by side with the phrase, "Once a tramp 
always a tramp," and many things can be prophesied.

TRAMPS 
AND 
THEIR 
EVOLUTION. 


The Sun hns been looking into the matter of boy tramps and has ob- 


tained some valuable information from that popular publication, Charities 
published in New York. 


The question of tramps is one of more importance than is generalh 


supposed and volumes might be written upon tho evolution of the genus 
hobo. To go to the bottom of flic question would involve a discussion of 
political economy, of criminology, of industrial training, factory life, trusts, 
tariff, intemperance, the opposition now directed at the apprentice sys- 
tem and many other subjects directly or indirectly affecting the ability of a 
boy fo learn a trade by which he can make a comfortable living. To lessen 
the number of tramps we must remove the causes that lead men to take- to 
the road. We must especially endeavor to prevent boys taking to the road. 


Most people, we surmise, would be amazed were it possible to learn 


how many boy'tramps there are upon the "road." Though there are no 
figures, some very significant facts have recently been brought out by 
Arthur P. Towne, Albany, New York, who reported to the state conference 
of-charities and oorrection that the majority of arrests on tho New York 
Central, between New York and Aibany, during the summer of 1007, were 
of boys between seven and twenty years of age. 
Set this statement, which 


is paralleled on other roads, side by side with the phrase, "Once a tramp 
ah ays a.tramp," and many things can be prophesied. 


Wo have "recently had a striking case of juvenile vagrancy before 
tho 


local police court and these cases are not uncommon. This habit of jumping 
^tiains, leaving work or home, is getting to be a very serious matter. Our 
' vagrancy-Jaws are often lax or indefinite, and not always enforced. Young 
tramps report that while ou some roads the railroad police are active, on 
others, ln.ak lines especially, transportation even Jor long 
distances 
is 


easy. Short or suspended sentences have little terror for the boy tramp, and 
to have been in jail is often deemed a mark of honor, a sign that the boy 
framp is progressing. If .the boy had a trade he would never take to the 
road for any prolonged period. 


Superintendent Franklin H. Briggs of the New York Industrial school 


sajs that easy access to railroad yards and freight cars is the most largely 
contributing cause of juvenile delinquency he knows. William R. George of 
the George Junior Republie says that train-jumping is one of the greatest 
causes of crime. "There are few tramps who have not started out on their 
careers by stealing rides when they were boys." And other specialists con- 
firm these statements. 
There is obviously a clear duty here. In every way 


the boy should he prvented from hitting the "road." The reduction of 
vagrancy may be brought about in at least two ways. We may endeavor to 
cause a stricter enforcement of our laws. We may build farm colonies, we 
may apply the best principles of modern charity to the cure of the individual 
vagrant temperament. 
But far better will it be to prevent the boy from 


becoming a tramp in the first place. 


Therefore, our courts should take particular cognizance of the grievous 


danger ,n which boys are, who arc arraigned for the often trivial appearin- 


offense of train riding or ride stealing. \Ve must not be too lenient with 
these boys, on the easy-going assumption that they have been merely com- 
anttmg a prank. A perusal of Josiah Flint, or of Jack London's pictures- 
que stones, or the statistics of reformatories and reform schools, will shed 
valuable light on this subject. 


• The probation system is most excellent in its working out with boys 


*ho have their homes in the cities where they are arraigned in court. To 
put a boy for some months under the supervision of a sympathetic officer 
more a fnend than a representative of the law, brings generally lasting good 
results. But for the homeless boy, the boy tramp, whose residence is"un- 
known and who has already been inoculated with the "lure of the road " 


<he reform school is a rrmedy that, while perhaps bitter at the outset, may 
save the individual and society Inter on. 


One great shield for ail boys against developing the tramp idea is to 


lean, to use ,b«r hands in conjunction with their brain in producing some- 
hmg useful. 
In other words, technical training is the great preventive of 


tramp evolution. It will prevent it in the boy and in the full grown man. 
There Icny come , time in the lives of some boys when they long to see 
strange, place,, and with this object they leave home: but if they have a 
trade they will not go far »,ndl they drop into sor^e place where they can 
earn good wage,. There they get acquainfcd. make friends and get over 
their ac,>re to travel. Rfpr«,ivc and reformatory measures arc good, but 
preventive „„ much better, «md there is no preventive more effective than to 
eqmp every hoy with the means of Mrning a ]ivtliho0(i by a good in^

it w»Il retnam ,, burden ,,pc,,, the oomnnmity. It will not only make thrifty, 
l*w-ah,d»g c,t,z,ns, it will incase and diversify our indnstrics and make 
our prosperity more general ami more stable.

brought out a most re^irkable har- 
mony of feeling and in every case the 
details of the program' adopted met 
with unanimous approval. It 
was 


generally agreed that there were great 
possibilities o£ advantage to the en- 
tire section. 


"The representation of the, various 


states was confirmed, as follows:
